ly raised the value of lands on old Tremont street, 
Pleasant and Warren streets by connecting them with 
one another. The completion of Commercial street 
and the City wharf has enabled the Commercial wharf 
Corporation to form a project for the most durable and 
magnificent range of wholesale granite warehouses in 
the country, not even excepting those of South 
Market street—on a wharf which for extent and 
adaptation to shipping business may be said to be 
without a parallel. This speculation has doubtless 
caused the further extension of Commercial to Lynn 
street, a distance of 1720 feet, making 86,000 feet of 
land,thereby continuing a wide avenue on the margin 
of the harbor, north. In the southern direction anoth- 
er new street continuing Broad to Sea street has been 
formed 2000 feet in length and comprising 100,000 
feet of land. The effect of this improvement will be 
to enable travellers to avoid the elevated ground over 
Fort Hill, by wav of Purchase street, and proceed up- 
on a wide level road—where four weeks ago there 
was no passages whatever for carts and Carriages.— 
These two new marginal streets, containing 126,000 
feet of land will complete a-wide avenue from the point 
where the Lowell rail road will touch Leverett and 
Causeway streets, extending round the city to Sea 
street, where it will be contiguous to the land of the 
South Cove Company, on which the Worcester Rail 
Road will terminate. The extent of this continued 
avenue cannot be far from three miles, and compris. 
es Leverett, Causeway, Lynn, Commercial, Broad 
and Sea streets. —~ 

Another street has been projected and is about be- 
ing made, the work to commence as early as possible, 
to include tie old Mii! Creek where it has been filled 
up, from Clinton to Merrimack street, 60 feet wide. 
It will be 1200 feet in length and contain 72,000 feet 
of land, thas connecting the Mill Pond lands with the 
heart of commercial business.

On Saturday 
there was a chill breeze from the N. E. betokening 
a storm.

The British brig Two Sisters, lying at Pier 10,East 
River, parted her fastenings and drifted upon the 
Danish brig Sophia and Eliza. The stern of the 
T. S. was stove in, and the S. and E.'s fasts were 
parted, and she drifled upon the Boston packet schoo- 
ner Boston, and carried away the B.'s gibboom. The 
Sophia and Eliza then drifted afoul of the sloop 
Olive Branch, of Egg Harbor, and did some damage. 

The British brig Melvina, at anchor in the North 
River, parted her cables and went ashore on the flats 
near Ellis’ Island. 
Sloop Irene, which was ashore in Hell Gate, drifted 
off and came down the East River with the tide bot- 
tom upwards. 
We learn by the Philadelphia Steamboat,that a brig 
went ashore at Amboy. Also that the railway is con- 
siderably injured at that place.

Sack wine 
about the meaning of which so many essays have 
been written, in its original signification, was proba- 
bly noching more than sec or dry ;—meaning a dry 


wine in opposition to sweet. Hence Sir John Falstaff 's 
sack and sugar.
